RENO, Nev., Nov. 18.~The most sen-
aational prison break that has ever oo
curred at the new penitentiary took plac:
this afternoom at 3:10 o'elock, conviets
Richard Forvest, James Watson and
Jolin H. Bdwards, overpowered three
guands, shooting one through the hand
and taking possession of & buteher
wagon in the prison yard, and drove in-
to the hills. The men were all heavily
armed and a battle Is expected when
they are overtaken. The conviets were
working in the kitchen when they saw
the butcher wagon in the yanl, They
immeditely scoured rifles they bad con
cenled and rushed for the wagom.
Throwing the butcher out, they lashed
the horse to & run and escaped. The
guardy feared a general break and turn-
od thelr attention to the other prisoners
thus giving the vonviets time to get
away. Forrest and Watlson were recap:
tured about four miles west of Carson
shortly after 4 o'vlock after a short
time battle ith the posse from behind
a plle of rocks, Bdwards ks sald to be
surroufided a short distance further on,
but partienlars are hard to obtain. He
